Bruce Campbell talks to 
Robbie Slater, the French 
based Socceroo and takes a 
look ahead to 1998 


Socceroo Robbie Slater just 
hasn't had time to sit down 
and think beyond the short 
term, never mind consider 
what life holds for him after 
his playing career is over. 

"I wouldn't have a clue," he 
told me during an interview 
sandwiched between his 
national team commitments. 

Slater's success with his 
French club side Lens has 
propelled him into the bracket 
of top money earning 
Australian sportsmen. 

It's something that doesn't 
come easily, but at the same 
time when that sort of success 
arrives it's something that 
nobody wants to give up. 

It comes as no surprise then 
that the former Sydney 
United player isn't looking 
beyond the next ninety 
minutes on the football field. 


In fact one of Slater's real 
difficulties just now is 
speaking in English, a 
language which he rarely, if 
ever, uses these days. 

"Yes it really is hard," says 
Slater. 

"I speak French fluently, 
my wife is French, so I rarely 
ever actually speak English 
anymore — only when I'm 
with the national team! 

"I love football in Europe, 
and I'll play there until the 
end of my career." 

Robbie Slater has been 
away from the CCSL for so 
long now that he finds any 
comparisons between our 
league and the French league 
very difficult, if not 
impossible. 

But the flame haired 
superstar does rate French 
League football very highly, 


"I'll be honest I was very diappointed 
with the crowds for the games against 
Canada and New Zealand - it's hard 
to come back from Europe to that 


kind of situation" 
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utting it right up there 
alongside the big boys of 
European football. 

"I'd say it is the equal of the 
Spanish and English 
Leagues," says Slater whose 
own club holds down a 
respectable mid-table spot in 
the French First Division. 

"Look at Marseille, even 
although they got kicked out 
of Europe they were still a 
great team last season. 

"Paris St Germain and 
Auxerre also both made 
European semi-finals. 

"The Italian League is 
number one, but then there is 
France, Spain and England - 
in no particular order. 


"In French football you 
always have to be thinking 
ahead, thinking about what to 
do with the ball when you get 


it. 

"But I'd imagine that is the 
exact same in the CCSL too. 

"In football anywhere you 
must be thinking ahead all the 
time." 

Slater's contract is up for 
renewal at the end of next 
season although Lens have 
offered him a new deal. 

That has given him food for 
thought. 

"I really don't know, I 
might stay with Lens or I 
might move on. 

"Tam very happy in France 
and I like the way of life. 

"I've been there for four 
years now so I've settled 
down very well. 

"But my English is 
suffering," laughs Slater who 
now speaks his native tongue 
with a distinct, if slight, 
French accent. 

However, if Slater is not 
considering his club future at 
this stage then he is very 
definitely looking forward to 
future caps with Australia. 

The next World Cup is to 
be played in France — his 
home away from home —and 
Slater has his target set on 
1998. 

"I'll only be 32 then, and I 
don't think that is too old. 

"I would love to be playing 
for Australia then, and 
although we'll just have to 
wait and see I, don't think I 
will have any problems.

exclusive interview 
with 
Bruce Campbell 


Ned Zelic is the Aussie kid 
who grew up quickly, the boy 
from the back blocks of 
Canberra who was catapulted 
into international stardom 
after a sensational goal 
against Holland in the 
Olympics in 1992. 

If at one time it seemed that 
no-one wanted Zelic, now 
his name is on the lips of 
every scout and manager in 
Europe. 

Earlier this year I broke a 
story that Zelic was a target 
for Italian giant, Torino, now 
it seems that the tall sweeper 
with the graceful loping stride 
is ready to move into the BIG 
time of Europe, with a 
possible move to Spain or 
Italy looking very much on 
the cards.

Many former Australian 
internationals had that 
knowing look after the 
opening Round of the CCSL, 
the look that lets everyone 
know that they had seen it all 
before.

"It's understandable," said 
Schaefer. 

"It's a big anti-climax after 
playing for your country."
